VICTIM WALKING 
ALONG HIGHWAY 


A victim of a hit-and-run driver, 
Fred .Byers, about 30, of Littlestown 
R 4. was in a critical condition at the 
Hanover General hospital as a re­ 
sult of bein# struck by a cai on the 
Baltimore 'pike, one mile south of 
Littlestown, at ll o’clock, Sunday 
evening. 
Byers suffered a fracture of the 
right leg at the ankle, a probable 
fracture of the skull and severe 
lacerations on the right knee and 
face. 
Walking Along Road 
Byers was walking south on the 
east side of the Baltimore road The 
car that struck him was going south 
on the west side of the highway at 
high speed, according to a local 
state highway motor patrol, who 
conducted an intensive investigation 
which lasted until early this morn­ 
ing 
Before hitting the pedestrian the 
car passed the machine driven by 
Roy Belion, Westminster. With him 
was Harvey D 
Shipley, also of 
Westminster, and the occupants saw 
the man being struck. 
After lilt ting the pedestrian, the 
hit-and-run driver swung back to 
the west side of the highway and 
aideswiped another machine travel­ 
ing south in his effort to flee, the 
patrolman said. 
Hr hod Aids Man 
Scholl stopped his car and rushed 
the injured man to the Hanover hos­ 
pital. Byers was only semi-consci­ 
ous after the accident. 
The driver of the car which the 
hit-and-run driver’s car sideswiped 
proceeded. 
Neither 8choli nm Shipley were 
able to get the license number of the 
car w'hich struck Byers because th** 
license plate was dirty. They said 
the machine had a Maryland license. 
They got a fairly good description of 
the car, however, and a fender m ir­ 
ror, which was knocked off when the 
car struck Byers, is in possession of 
the authorities.

Woodwork on the porch and part of 
the porch roof was also charred by 
the flames. 
The cause was not determined, 
but it is believed the house was set 
afire by flames from an oil stove in 
the kitchen.

record for high altitude parachute 
jumping at the National Air Races 
Sunday afternoon when he bailed 
out of a Bellanca cabin plane 27,000 
feet (about 5 1-8 miles'). The previ­ 
ous 
height, 
from 
which 
White 
jumped in May, 1930, was 24.800 feet. 
The plane, piloted by Curtis Quick. 
of San Francisco, soared over the 
field un{il the elevators on^the tail 
of the plane froze, White said. It 
was about 30 degrees below zero. Tile 
pilot and jumper breathed with oxy­ 
gen tanks carried in the plane. 
As he jumped, White said, he slip­ 
ped the oxygen tube from his mouth. 
The thin air caused him partially to 
lose consciousness for a minute or 
two, he said, but he was able to pull 
the rip cord on his parachute in two 
or three seconds. 
He fell between 200 and 300 feet 
before the parachute opened and 
landed In a corn field about thirteen 
miles south of the airport. Although 
White suffered no ill effects. Quick 
became ill but managed to land his 
plane safely. 
Before the new altitude mark be­ 
comes official the barograph which 
the plane carried must be calibrated 
at Wafthinugton.

A crop reporter attaches it to the 
dashboard 
of his

the first field of wheat, or cotton 
as the case may be, he presses a 
button.

ACUTE APPENDICITIS 
An exceedingly interesting survey 
of acute appendicitis in Philadel­ 
phia was recently m ade and report­ 
ed by Dr. John O. Bower. 
The survey was made to discover 
the cause of the m arked increase 
in the m ortality or deaths resulting 
from this condition, an increase 
noticed 
in 
Philadelphia and 
the 
United States as a whole. 
In the Philadelphia survey 5,125 
patients were studied. Detailed his­ 
tories were secured, and m any of 
the factors affecting the outcome of 
Rcute appendicitis were subjected to 
Critical analysis. 
Among the outstanding findings of 
this study was the influence of de­ 
lay of operation on m ortality. 
T hus 
the 
survey 
showed 
th a t 
am ong the patients operated upon 
w ithin 24 hours after the onset of 
symptoms, one out of 39 died. 
W hen operation was longer de­ 
layed, say, to 48 hours, it was found 
th a t one in every 17 patients died, 
and when the delay was more than 
72 hours, one in every nine died 
I t was found th a t when a patient 
w ith an acute appendix takes a lax­ 
ative. he is much more liable to 
develop a general peritonitis, and 
when he suffers this complication 
he has but one chance in seven to 
recover. 
As a result of this study the Phil 
adelphia County Medical society or 
ganized a cam paign for the redt”* 
tion of m ortality in acute appendi­ 
citis. 
They 
issued 
placards 
w arning 
against purgatives in the case of 
severe pains in the stomach. 
The director of public health of 
Philadelphia sought the cooperation 
of the city’s druggists and asked 
them to question each purchaser of 
laxatives as to w hether the drugs 
purchased were to be given in the 
presence of abdom inal pain. 
He urged th a t people be instruct­ 
ed th a t laxatives increase the move­ 
m ents of tile intestines and in the 
presence of appendicitis counteract 
natures efforts to confine the in 
flam m ation to the appendix. 
Laxatives m ay produce perfora 
lions, peritonitis and death.
